The California crim- 
inal syndicalism act, Webb said, “has never 
been held unconstitutional by any court.”’ 

While this is literally true, it is untrue that 
it has been upheld by the highest tribunal, 
as Webb was reported to have declared. The 
case of Anita Whitney was given as the in- 
stance in which the U. S. Supreme Court up- 
held the C. S. act—the California C. S. law 
was not directly challenged in the appeal of 
the Whitney case! 

There is no doubt in anyones mind that 
the C. S. prisoners were convicted because 
of membership in the Communist Party. lhe 
bulk of the testimony of the case consisted of 
the program and principles of the Communist 
Party. And the decision in the Herndon case 
deciared in plain words that membership m 
the Communist Party, and recruiting mem- 
bers for the Communist Parity, are both per- 
fectly legal and constitutional. This is why 
the Supreme Court reversed the eonvicticn of 
Dirk De Jonge on charges of criminal syn- 
dicalism in Oregon! 

In face of the Herndon decision—the Ap- 
rellate Court can make but deciskon— 
to reverse the conviction of the C. S. defend- 
ants and set them free! 

But the Judge of the Third District Court 
ef Appeals should be reminded that the 
pecple expect this action of them. Letters to 
the Clerk of the Court, and resolutions adopt- 
ed by trade unions, would help. 

The Herndon decision—like that on the 
Wagner Act——does not alter the necessity of 
reforming the one-man rule of the Supreme 
Court.
